OPERATIONAL MATTERS AND COMMENTS* 


1, SOB had mailed several letters to two letter droRg- serviced by 
AECASSOWARY 6, and to find out the results of this test,/ j met AECASSOWARY 6, 
He reported that one of the two drops had received a letter mailed to him 
(the first of two letters), while the second drop had not reported the receipt 
letter* (Note* An interesting development occurred with respect to the 
FUTRA address serviced by AECASSOWARY 6. The second letter sent to this 
address, inadvertently addressed to Ludwig instead of Iyubomyr FUTRA, had been 
intercepted by CIS and revealed that before the letter was passed on by the 
post office, the address on the envelope had been corrected to read FUTORSKYY, 
and the street address crossed out and a post office box substituted in its 
v _place* This is the letter which was apparently not received by FUTORSKYY. 

^ J>asked AE CASSOWARY 6 (without revealing what showed up in the copy of 

CIS report) whether FUTORSKYY had a post office box, and he said to his know** 
ledge FUTORSKYY did not have a PQ box. The question arises as to whether by 
coincidence there is a Ludwig FUTORSKYY who rents a post office box but who 
does not live at the address used by Lyubomyr FUTORSKYY; or has FUTORSKYY, for 
some unknown reason, rented a post office box which he chose to keep secret* 

To get to the bottom of this enigma, SOB intends to check the post office box 
in question, and if it turns out that this is lyubomyr FUTORSKYY* s box, then 
perhaps he will be questioned about it* Actually, we do not think it too 
far fetched to imagine that FUTORSKYY could have been instructed by some other 
service, once he reported being used as a letter drop, to rent a post office 
box to which the mail would be channeled, thus circumventing mail interception 
at this end of the line*); Regarding the test on the second address (LYLYK), 
AECASSOWARY 6 said that he and AECASSOWARY 3 both checked this several times 
since the test letter was sent there but that no letters were received* 

2* The above matter was discupsfed with SOB who advised^ ^fchat another 
test letter would be sent to t^TLYLYK address, and after checking the post 
office box mentioned above, another letter will be mailed to FUTRA if it turns 
out that he has no post office box* 

3* The next meeting with AECASSOWARY 6 will be on 8 August whenf 
will visit him for the puipose of checking on several Ukrainians of interest

1. This was a routine visit with AECASSOWARY 6. AECASSOWARY 3 was 
out of town, in Brussels, where he is attending some religious function 
sponsored by the Vatican. Most of the meeting was devoted to talking about 
non-operational matters j however, AECASSOWARY 6 did have the following items 
of interest to reports 

a) Cl H) marrieS^rihoriy DRABAT and left for England with 
him where they will reside. 

b) AECASSOWARY 27 informed AECASSOWARY 6 that he expects to 
depart, for PBPRIMB on or about 23 September 1958* 

" c) Duriia^^r. Vasyl MARKUS's visit to Munich in late August 1958, 

he informed AECASSOWARY 6 and others that he plans to emigrate to the United 
States in the near future. He claims his reason for leaving Paris is to marry 
his fiancee who already lives in America. It should be noted that shortly af- 
ter the end of World War II , about 191*6 or 1*7 to be exact, the Bandera people 
had accused MARKUS of being dispatched to the West by the Soviets. This 
charge was never substantiated by any concrete evidence. The AECASSOWARY 
people apparently did not share this Bandera view, for MARKUS has had their 
confidence at all times*

1* AECASSOWARY 3 had been to Lourdes and Brussels the past several 
weeks on church business, and when he returned to Munich he called us to let 
us know he was back. A meeting was arranged with him for 30 September. 

2. AECASSOWARY 3 said he saw AECASSOWARY 27 on the eve of the latter's 
departure for PBPRIME on 23 September. The only significant thing he had to 
report here was that AECASSOWARY 27 failed to hold the press conference as 
he originally had planned. (See DIR- 38 326.) 

3. AECASSOWARY 3 said that while he was in Brussels he and several of his 
church colleagues chanced to meet and speak with several Ukrainians visiting 
the Fair from the Soviet Union. One of these Ukrainians, unidentified by 
name, was a young teacher from Lvov who apparently was a teacher in an orphanage 
which was either supported by or was connected in some way with local 
basilian fathers. Having identified AECASSOWARY 3 to be connected with the 
church, this teacher revealed that some of his basilian friends in Lvov had 
instructed him to seek out and pass some information to one-pf three basilian 
fathers in the west, whom he identified to tprfnu MISKIV aim Ireneus NAZARKO 

of Rome, anc£V olodymyr QAVLICH of Vienna. This teacher refused to reveal more 
information 'than this about this matter; however, he did say that he and the 
group he was travelling with expected to visit Rome during the latter part 
of September and first week of October, and that he would probably look for 
MISKOV, et. al. when in Rome. 

h. Other than the above information, AECASSOWARY 3 had nothing further 
of an operational nature to report. The rest of the meeting was spent taiu-ing 
about the fair.
